Premier  Strongly  Denies  State- 
ments in  Press  to  Effect  That 
Some  Colleagues  Have  ^een 
Disloyal  to  Him 


SPA,  July  5. — There  was  a  brief  meeting  today  of  the  Allied 
and  German  delegates,  who  during  the  next  few  days  will  discuss 
matters  relating  to  the  Peace  Treaty. 

The  session  was  held  in  the  drawing-room  of  the  Villa  Fraineuse, 
and  the  German  delegates,  Chancellor  Fehrenbach,  Dr.  Walter 
Shnons,  the  Foreign  Minister,  and  Herr  Wirth,  Minister  of  Finance, 
were  present     There  were  no  introductions  or  shaking  of  hands. 

The  President  of  the  Conference,  •  M.  Delacroix,  the  Belgian 
Premier,  arose  and  immediately  opened  whatHs  considered  to  be  tlie" 
most  hnportant  international  event  ^ince  the  armistice  by  announcing 
the  order  of  business,  which  included  disarmament,  reparations,  coal 
supply,,  the  trial  of  Germany  accused  of  atrocities,  and  the  situation  at 
Danzig. 

M.  Delacroix  inquired  of  Herr  Fehrenbach  if  he  desired'' to  make 
any  observations.     The  Chancellor,  speaking  in  QarnMn^  ^^jfj^  ^^^ 
'translated  by  an  oficial  interpreter,  said:  "    ^' 

"I  desire  to  say,  in  behalf  of  the  German  government  and  of  the 
German  people,  that  we  have  come  here  to  take  part  loyally  in  the 
discussion  as  to  how  the  Treaty  of  Peace  can  be  executed." 

Mr.  Lloyd  George,  as  senior  Premier,  thereupon  expressed  ^the 
gratification  of  the  Allied  delegates,  and  Herr  Fehrenbach 'continued: 

"I  note  that  the  military  questions  are  to  be  the  first  discussed. 
Wft  were  informed  of  this  last  evening,  and  tried  to  telephone  the 
German  Minister  of  War,  but  reached  him.  too  Ute  for  him  to  leave 
until  today.     He  will  arrive,  we  think,  by  tomorrow  afternoon."

Canada,  Amtralla,  New  '  Zealand, 
South  Africa  and  Newfoundland, 
should  still  be  controlled,  at  Icaat 
technically,  by  the  Colonial  Office. 
Proppaala  have,  been  made  and  are/ 
we  understand,  recetvlnff  careful  and 
favorable  consideration  for  the  trana- 
fer  to  the  Privy  Council  of  matters 
appertaining  to  our  srea^  Dominions. 

At  the  same  time  the  need  may 
soon  arise,  if  indeed  ft  be  not  al- 
ready acute,  for  the  srrouping  to- 
gether of  territories  in  Tegard  to 
which  Great  Britain  exercises  a  pro- 
tectorate or  an  administrative  man- 
date, under  a  special  department  to 
be  denlKnated  roughly  as  the  de- 
partment for  the  Middle  East.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  Palestine,  Meso- 
potamia. Egypt,  and.  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  affairs  of  the  Arab  world. 
Would  bo  raqst  fUly  managed  by  a 
homogenous  organization  enjoying 
greater  Importance  than  can  be  con- 
reded  to  ahy  section  of  the  Foreign 
Office.  In  principle  this  idea  seems 
sound,  though'  its  translation  in 
practice  will  require  care  and  fore- 
sight. •  I 

There  would  thus  remain  to  the 
Colonial  OfUce  the  administration  of 
the  colonies  properly  so-called,  which 
would  be  an  ample  task  for  a  single 
department    Of   State. 


If  the  reform  be  well  thought  out 
and  carried  into  effect,  it  should  not 
involve  any  scribus  increase  of  bu- 
reaucratic appolntmente  or  overlap- 
ping of  functions.  It  should, 
above .  all,  facilitate  .  the  form- 
ulation of  intelligible  policies — an  ur- 
gent need  of  our  whole  administra- 
tion.

Rangers  Refuses  Duty — 
Another  Detachment  Tries 
to  Seize  Arms  "  . , '  ; 


L,ON'bON,  July  5 — Three-fourtha  of 
a  batuilon  of  Irish  Connaught  Rang- 
ers Btatlon0d  at  Jultonder,'  In  the 
Punjab,  indla.  mutinied  fpllowlng  the 
arrj.val  of  neva  of  recent  events  In 
Ireland,  according  to  a  dispatch  from 
gimla,  under  date  of  July  2,  t6  Ren- 
ter's.  Limited. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  same  news  at 
^olan.  In  the  Simla  hills,  another  de- 
tachment Is  reported  .  to  have  at- 
tempted to  seize  arms  arid  ammuni- 
tion, the  dispatch  wys,  adding  that 
gjiards  filled  two  of  the  men  and 
wounded  one. 

The  di4patch  says  that  when  the 
last  mall  reached  the  troops  they  be- 
came greatly  excited,  and  the  dsel- 
slon  t6  lay  down  their  arms  soon  was 
reached,  one-fourth  of  the  men  re- 
maining loyal  to  the  colonel.  The 
troops  expressed  regret  that  they 
were  unable  to  serve  any  longer,  and 
gave  up  their  arms  and  ammunition. 
While  remaining  entirely  respectful 
to  their  ofllcer.i,  the  men  explained 
their  sympathies  were  with  their 
friends  in  Ireland.  The  troops  now 
are  separated  In  camp  under  the 
strict  guard  of  a  British  rettment 

Following  the  drastic  acUon  of  the 
guards  at  Solan,  the  dispatch  con- 
tinues, all  is  quiet  there,  and  reports 
from  Jutogh.  six  miles  from  Simla, 
say  that  the  detachment  there  re- 
mained  tranquil. 

According  to- the  dispatch  the  ofll- 
eers  regard  the  whole  affair  as  a  de- 
velopment of  Binn  Fein  action,  and 
believe  the  prompt  measures  taken  to 
restore  order  will  soon  cause  the  men 
to  settle  down. 


CANADA'S  AIR  FORCE

WINNIPEG.  July  4.— "Canada's 
future  air  force  will  be  wholly  un- 
professional and  number  6,000 
strong,"  If  this  and  other  important 
proposals  made  at  the  closing  session 
of  ,the  Canadian  air  force  ^sociation 
convention  held  here  .  last  night.  Is 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council.

Oer- 
many  has  had  to  resort  to  coalition, 
and  It  is  the  same  in  other  countries 
that  co«ld  be  named.  It  is  quite  pos- 
sible ttet  when  further  elections  are 
held  In  other  Canadian  Provlnoes  that 
such  a  complexity  of  public  opinion 
will  be  shown  aa  to  neceesltate  the 
formation  of  coalition  governments 
with  the  compromls*  policies  which 
such  involve.  It  may  take  five,  or 
even  ten  yeanr,  for  the  mental  atti- 
tude of  people  in  different  countries 
to  regain  ita  bglance,  and  then  again 
there  will  be  two  outsUndlng  poUtloal 
parties  whatevor  thay  may  be  called.

At  eleven  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing In  the  Assise  courtroom  of  the 
Victoria  Court  House  Mr.  Justice 
CJreirory  welcomed  seventeen  new 
hicmbers  to  the  bar  of  British  Colum- 
bia. Mr.  Harold  B.  Robertson,  on  be- 
half of  the  Benchers  of  the  I^w  So- 
ciety of  British  Columbia,  performed 
the  ceremony  of  introduction.  One 
lady.  Miss  Christy  Anne  Sutherland, 
was  among  the  ranks  of  the  recruits. 
Miss  Sutherland  was  both  called  to 
the  bar  and  admitted  as  a  solictor.

Sir, — ^The  controversy  on  Britlah- 
Israellsm  has  caused  much  Intereot  to 
many  of  your  readere.  aad  with  yaur 
permission  I  would  like  to  say  a  little 
upon  this  important  Queetloa.  I  agrae 
With  Mr.  Streatfleld  that  "the  theory 
that  the  Saxons  were  Scythians  aad 
Scythiana  Israelites  cannot  be 
proved."  Mr.  F.  V.  Venables'  letter 
of  July  Srd  in  support  of  the  popular 
theory  is  not  oonvinolng,  and  hta  rmt- 
erence  to  Sharon  Turner's  History  of 
the  AngIo-8ai»ns  should  be  taken 
With  caution  for  that  writer  is  by  no 
means  positive  on  this  point.  Jea- 
ephuB.  the  jewlslr  historian,  had  « 
much  better  chanee  of  knowing  than 
had  Mr.  Turner  and  he  sbows  clearly 
the  origin  of  the  Scythians  and  of  the 
Israelites.  In  Antiquities,  chapter  T., 
he  sa3W  "Magog  (grandson  of  Noah) 
founded  those  that  /rom  him  were 
named  Magogltes,  but  who  are  by  the 
Greeks  called  Scythians."  Whereas 
he  shows  the  twelve  tribes  were  of 
Shemitic  origin.  Furthermore  we 
learn  fym  Herogttus  that  the  Scyth- 
ians were  in  Korthesn  Asia  when  the 
Kingdom'of  Bphralm  fell  and  centur- 
ies before  Christ.  And  Joaephus,  who 
wrote  early  in  the  first  century,  tells 
us — ^Antiquities,  Book  11,  Chapter  V — 
"there  are  but  two  tribes  In  Asia  and 
Europe  subject  to  the  Ramans  (Jn- 
dah  and  Benjamin),  while  the  ten 
tribes  are  beyond  the  Buphmtea  till 
now  and  are  an  immenae  multitude, 
not  to  be  estimated  hy  number.** 
This  clearly  proves  the  ten  tribes  were 
not  loot  in*  the  first  oentury.  wharaaa 
our  British-Israel  friends  have  them 
lost  seven   centurlee  before  this. 

We  challenge  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Venables  that  "Israel  in  the  Bible 
never  means  Jew."  The  truth  is  the 
term  Jew  came  in  coarse  of  time  to 
denote  the  whole  twelve  tribes,  and 
we  often  find  the  worda  used  inter- 
changeably. '  In  Aets  ±xU,  verse  3. 
Paul  eays,  "I  am  a  Jew,"  aad  m  Bo- 
mans  xl,  verse  I,  "I  am  sn  Israelite." 
Christ  Is  referred  to  aa  "Xing  of  the 
Jews"  and  "King  of  IsraeL"  Jeaspb- 
us  speaka  of  the  *'JeW8  wbo  easM  Out 
of  Bgypt"  and  of  Davids'  tha  "King 
of  the  Jews."  etc.  And  tho  words 
eeyn  to  be  applied  la  tha  aaasa  way  as 
we  use  the  warda  BngUeh  and  British. 

The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Ven- 
ables that  the  testlfltony  la  support  of 
the  theory  tbat  the  British  Royal 
House  are  descendants  of  David  "has 
been  wrought  out  vecy  eonvinolngly" 
Is  news  to  me;  ang  the  proof  of  this 
statement  would,, I  am  sure.  Interest 
your  readers.

Harold  Quarmby  Received  Fatal 
Injuries  When  Huge  Derrick 
at  Cholberg  Shipyard  Top- 
ples Under  Strain 


Oivins  way  under  the  strain  of 
liftins  tlxplben  from  the  water  to  the 
mill,  the  huse  derrick  at  the  Chol- 
bers  Shipyard,  said  to  be  the  largest 
of  Its  kind  on  the  Island,  toppled 
over  yesterday  afternoon,  ..and  the 
stiff  lev  which  braced  it  fell  upon 
the  top  of  the  enstne  house,  crush- 
Inc  it  down  upon  the  fireman,  Har- 
old Quarmby.  who  died  last  ntsht 
from   injuries  received. 

Althbush  the  engineer  was  stand- 
ins  close  to  Quarmby  at  the  time, 
acoordlng  to  reports,  ^e  was  not 
touched.  ThQ  injured  man  was  rushed 
to  the  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.  This 
was  about  four  o'clock.  He  died  a 
couple  of  hours  later.  Reports  state 
that  his  lungs  were  pierced  by  broken 
ribs.  It  is  also  understood  that  be 
had  an  arm  and  a  leg  broken.  Harold 
Quarmby  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Quarntby,  8^1  Lampsoh  Street.  He 
is  a  returned  man,  believed  to  be 
at^out-  26  to  30  years  of  age,  and  was 
known  to  have  been  badly  shell- 
shocked. 

The  derrick  has  a  boom  over  12S 
feet  in  length.  The  equipment  was 
purchased  from  the  Foundation  Com- 
pany l>y  the  Cholberg  Yard  and  set 
up  so  that  it  might  lift  timber  from 
the  railway  cars  into  the  water,  and 
also  from  the  water  to  the  mill.  The 
engine  house  was  right  under  the 
stiff  leg  which  stretched  from  the 
mast  of  the  derrick  to  the  railway 
grading  close  by.  The  derrick  had 
been  strengthened  on  Stinday.  It  was 
lifting  a  timber  from  the  water  be^ 
tween  3  and^  4  o'clock  yesterday  af- 
ternoon when  something  gave  way 
and  the  mast  and  boom  toppled  over, 
while  the  stiff  leg  fell  to  the  ground', 
as  stated,  crashing  into  the  engine- 
house,  where'  the  engineer  and 
Quarm'by  are  said  to  have  been.  The 
yard  nurse  attended  to  the  injured 
man  until  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Bechtel, 
who  removed  him  to  the  hospital  in 
the  ambulance.

ONSEniEMENTAREA 


Hon;  T.  D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
Lands,  Pleased  With  Woric 
Being  Done  on  Government 
Area  in  South  Okanagan 


Following  an  Investigation  of  the 
progress  of  the  work  on  the  new  set- 
tlement area  at  Osoyoos  iff  company 
with  Water  Comptroller  Cleveland, 
Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
Lands,  returned  to  the  city  yesterday 
morning.  He  stated  he  was  greatly 
pleased  with  the  progress  of  the  de- 
velopment work,  the  chief  item  of 
which  was  the  construction  of  a  main 
irrigation  ditch  by  which  water  will 
be  carried  from  the  Okanagan  River 
to  the  4rea.  It  is  his  hope  that  part 
of  the  tfact  upon  which  it^  is  expected 
returned  soldiers  will  be  largely 
uettled,  will  be  thrown  open  before 
the  end  of  the  present  yar  as  well  as 
part  of  the  townsite.  Later  it  is  pro- 
posed to  select  the  name  of  the  town- 
site  by  means  of  a  public  competi- 
tion. At  present  about  500  men, 
^ostly  returned  men.  are  employed 
on  the  development  work.  It  Is  ex- 
pected that  shortly  the  Kettle  Valley 
Railway  company  will  inaugurate 
work  on  tho  extension  which  will 
carry  its  line  from  the  present  sys- 
tena  near  Okanagan  Falls  to  the  .area. 
The  Government  will  remove  the 
present  government  agency  from 
Fairvlew  to  the  new  townsite. 

Irrigation  questions  occupied  the 
attention  of  the'  Minister  ut  other 
points,  notably  at  Kamloops,  Vernon, 
Kelowna,  Penticton  and  Walhachln. 
The  department  is  endeavoring  to  as 
rapidly  as  possible  clean  up  the  irri- 
gation situation,  one  rendered  difficult 
by  the  flnancial  difficulties  into  which 
many  of  the  companies  got  in  the 
period  following  the  boom.  In.  a 
number  of  instances  funds  have  been 
advanced  to  companies  to  assist  them 
to  carry  on  and  maintain  a  supply  of 
water  to  water  users.  Investigations 
have  been  underway  by  experts  of 
the  department  in  various  districts 
and  it  is  hoped  that  by  Fall  the  or- 
ganization will  be  completed  to  the 
pQjl^t  where  by  the  formation  of 
water  districts  the  irrigation  systems 
can  be  taken  over  by  the  districts 
and  operated  by  them. 

Mr.  Cleveland  did  not  return  with 
Mr.  Pattullo,  but  went  east  to  Cal- 
gary where  he  will  meet  Professor 
Dresser,  who  will  head  the  party  of 
experts  who  will  go  into  the  area 
south  of  the  Peace  River  Block,  and 
carry  on  the  investigations  inaugur- 
ated by  the  Department  last  year  un- 
der Professor  Gwillim  into  the  petro- 
leum possibilities  of  that  section.

Selection  of  Man  to  Supervise 
City's  Educational  System 
Is  Present  Concern  of  Trus- 
tees— Salary  Issue 


Having  appointed  a  principal  and 
staff  for  the  new  college  at  tlie  High 
School  in  affiliation  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  British  Columbia  and  a  new 
principal  for  the  High  School  to 
succeed  Mr.  Alexander  O.  Smith, 
whose  resignation  takes  place  at  the 
end  of  this  month,  the  School  Board 
will  now  foous  its  Judgment  on  the 
choice  of  a  new  municipal  linspector 
of  schools. 

Nomination  of  a  new  inspector  of 
schools  is  necessitated  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Edward  B.  Paul,  who  has 
been  selected  as  principal  of  the  affil- 
iated college.  The  School  Board  will 
have  a  wide  choice,  as  a  large  num- 
ber of  applications  have  been  sent  In 
since  the  announcement  was  made  of 
Mr.  Paul's  retirement.  All  »octions  of 
the  country  are  represented  by  the 
candidates  for  the  position.  Several 
of  the  defeated  candidates  for  princi- 
pal of  the  High  School  will  probably 
be  considered  by  the  Board  in  mak- 
ing the  appointment  of  municipal  in- 
spector. 

The  other  big  issue  before  the 
School  Board  at  present,  namely,  the 
teachers'  salary  question,  will  prob- 
ably be  finally  dealt  with  at  the  next 
meeting.  It  is  unlikely  that  any  meet- 
ing will  be  held  this  week,  however. 
The  teachers  object  to  signing  con- 
tracts binding  them  over  the  present 
financial  board,  as  they  wish  to  l>e 
free  to  negotiate  with  the  1921  Board.

PLUNGED  OVER^BAiyX 

VMting  Motortat  Has  Ifarrow  Escape

A  remarkable  escape  from  serious

ENCliSH  ARTIST 
LECTURES  ON  RUSKIN 


Beautiful  Lantern  Slides  Used 
by  Miss  Emily  Warren  to 
Illustrate  Her  Talk  at  Pro- 
vincial Library  Last  Night 


Flowers,  mountains,  old  Conti- 
nental inns,  trees — these  were  all 
found  at  one  time  or  another  in  Miss 
Emily  Wan-en's  lecture  on  "The 
Homes  and  Haunts  of  Ruskin,"  at 
the  Provincial  Library  last  night. 
The  suRect  proveff  so  popular  that 
many  people  were  unable  to  get  even 
standing  room,  and  had  to  leave  din- 
appointed.  The  majority  of  the  lan- 
tern slides  which  accompanied  the 
lecture  as  illustrations  were  fac- 
similes of  the  paintings  which  the 
lecturer  herself  made  for  the  book 
of  the  n&jne,  and  made  infinitely 
more  graphic  her  references  to  some 
of  the  places  which  the  great  En- 
glish writer  visited  during  his  life- 
time. Those  of  Switzerland  were 
particularly  beautiful,  and  frequently 
the  speaker  was  interrupted  by  ap- 
plause when  some  fresh  scenic  sur- 
prise was  projected  on  the  screen. 
Her  talk  was  Interwoven  with  much 
about  the  work  and  personality  of 
Ruskin  as  well  as  about  the  places  at 
which  he  stayed. 

Commencing  with  something  of  his 
early  history.  Miss  Warren  mentioned 
as  his  first  Important  work  "Modern 
Painters,"  proceeding  from  this  to  the 
outstanding  Incidents  and  achieve- 
ments of  his  busy  life.  Many  beau- 
tiful pictures  of  Switzerland  hcl^ 
their  associations  with  Ruskin's  vis- 
its there.  Lucerne  he  loved  very 
much;  at  Chamonlx  he  wrette  "Unto 
This  Last;"  nt  Mornex,  near  Geneva, 
he  -wrote  some  of  his  first  works  on 
political  economy,  among  them 
"Munera  Pulveris."  The  lecturer  had 
talked  With'  the  inn-ke'eper  at  this 
place,  who  had  recalled  that  Ruskin 
was  an  agreeable  visitor,  but  Wag- 
ner, who'  had  stayed  there  also,  had 
a  reputation  for  possessing  a  more 
irascible  temper.  The  Lake  of  Come, 
the  Rigi,  a  village  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Simplon  Pass,  and  numerous 
other  places  In  Switzerland  where  he 
had  sojourned  for  a  time  were  de- 
scribed and  shown  before  the  Engliph 
writer's  haunts  in  Italy  were  re- 
ferred to. 

"The  Stones  of  Venice" 

Ruskin  loved  Florence,  and  Venice 
even  more,  it  seemed.  Miss  Warren 
spoke  of  being  in  Venice  some  years 
ago  when  '  a  "Ruskin  Commemora- 
tion" was  being  held  there.  On  that 
occasion  a  Venetian  gentleman  bad 
said  there  was  no  need  in  Venice  for 
a  Ruskin  memorial:  Ruskin  lived  in 
the  very  stones.  Second  to  Venice  In 
his   affections   came   Verona.  "> 

Some  of  ROskin's  homes  In  Eng- 
land were  described,  and  an  excellent 
picture  of  Corpus  Christi  College, 
Oxford,  where  he  lived  after  he  ac- 
cepted the  Slade  Professorship  on 
Fine  Arts,  was  shown.  In  lS71  he 
bought  a  cottage  on  Conlston  Wkter, 
Brantwood,  and  the  audience  were 
given  a  fleeting  glimpse  into  the 
study,  where  he  worked  when  he  lived 
there,  the  desk,  chair,  books,  and 
even  his  coyection  of  Greek  vnaes, 
arranged  as  he  might  have  had  them 
during  his  lifetime. 
.  On  his  death  on  January  20,  1900. 
he  was  b4ried  at  Conlston,  Colllng- 
wood,  hla  biographer  designing  the 
cross  for  the  trave  so  that  symbols 
of  all  his  activities  are  included 
thereon.. 

On  the  conclusion  of  her  lecture 
Miss  Warren  told  >  something  about 
her  experiences  while  painting  the 
two  memorial  pietvres  which  are  now 
Itt  the  reading  room  at  the  Library  at 
Ottawa.  She  had  commenced  these 
as  the  result  of  a  chance  visft  to 
Westminster  Abbey  one  morning 
when  a  Canadian  battalion  was 
placing  its  "regimental  colors  there 
before  going  to  France.

Sermon  Delivered  at  Christ 
Church  Catjiedral  Recently 
Emphasized  the  Dangers  of 
Plartchette  Communications

"But  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  would  be  one 
of  the  first  to  concede  that  he  is  not

That  is  a  great  aMitmption,  but 
not  an  ascertained  fact,  and  if  it  be 
true,  it  is  extraordinary  that  the 
greatest  saints  of  history  have  never 
spoken  from  'within  the  veil.'

"Now  let  US  consider  the  personnel 
of   this    Borderland.      At   a   seance,    1 
believe,  four  personal  agencies  a^C  in 
operation:       (1)   The     sitter.     lodkink 
for  a    message:    (2)   the    'control,'   an 
unseen       intelligence       who       speaks 
through  the  medium;   (3)  the  medium 
whose  voire  speaks  the  message ;,   (4) 
the  dis<'mbodied  spirit,- whose  message 
passes     to     the     control     and     then 
through    the    medium    to    the    expect- 
ant  sitter.

In   'Raymond' 
the  four  'controls'  are:   (t)  A  pseudo- 
French  doctor  whose  standard  of  ac- 
curacy  is   more   than   a   trifle   elastic; 
<J)    a    Hindoo    Togi;     (3)     a    North 
American    Indian;     (4)    an    illiterate 
child.       This     kind     of     Intermediary 
does    not    cortimend     itself    to    one's 
moral     sense.       It    seems     Inherently 
improbable  that  if  Ood  really  wishes 
to  communicate  with   us  tbroligh  de. 
parted     spirits.     He     should     employ 
such  intelligences  as  these." 

Just     as     the     old     Roman     augurs 
laughed  in  their  sleeves  at  the  gulli- 
bility of  their  victims,  so   must  these 
wretched  frauds  almost  despise  their 
clients.     And  educated   people   are  as 
liable    to   deception   as  others!      Keep 
away  from  mediums  if  you  be  wise — 
nine   out   of   ten   are   frauds.      This    is 
an  age  of  gullibility.     There  are  some 
who   stumble   at   the   Apostles'   C?reed, 
but  can  accept  the  chains  and  lerrene 
chains,   and   root-races,  and  sub-root- 
races  of  wearisome  theosophical  spec- 
uTSno n .      ST7  TiLUl  is  hard   to   bel  1  e-ve, 
but    the    weird    mahatma    from    Tibet 
is    infallibly    inspired.      The    implica- 
tions of  the  resurrection  of  Christ  are 
ignored,  but  the  mutterings  of  a  med- 
ium  are  greedily  swallowed.      Doubt- 
less   there    are    honest    mediums,    but 
Sir  William  Barrett  does  not  counsel 
unqualified    acceptance   even   of.  their 
dicta.     He  says   the  natural  tendency 
of  the   medium   is   not  .to   disappoint 
the   Bitter,   and    the   temptation   arises 
to    supplement    genuine    by    spurious 
phenomena.      Arid    In    the    "peacock" 
Incident    in     "Raymond,"    Sir    Oliver 
Lodge,   though   he  regards  it  as  good 
evidence,  admits  the  possibility  of  tel- 
epathy.     Many   of  the   messages   that 
"come  through"  may  be  unconsciously 
stored   deep   in   the   memories   of   the 
sitters    Or    medium.      Intense    concen- 
tration on  the  reception  of  a  message 
marks  all  present  at  a  seance,  a  con- 
dition favorable  to  obscure  telepathic 
infiuence.     And  the  medium  therefore 
ma.y  "pick  your  brain"  without  know- 
ing it.  or  unconsciously  reproduce  his 
own  forgotten  IdeaiT.    Nothing  we  have 
done  Or  seen  or  said  is  forgotten  en- 
tirely.    It  is  written  somewhere  in  Im- 
perishable   characters    on   the    buried 
table^i  of  the   hidden   memory.     And 
It  Is  quite  arguable  that  the,  medium 
Is;  so  to  speak,  taking  a  photograph, 
perhaps  unconsciously,  of  things  long 
forgotten   but  still  deep   down   in  the 
minds    of    the    sitters,    or    of    others. 
This  may    explain    the    fact    that    the 
"messages"  are  not  outside  <he  range 
of   human    imagination   and   memory. 
Nothing  appears   to   come  out  of  the 
Spiritistic  bag  that  could  not  conceiv- 
ably have  been  ptit  ^to  it  by  a  human 
mind,    conscio'ii|sljr    qr    uncconscleusly. 
The  Daily  Dispatch,  of  England,  has 
recently  been  giving  considerable  pub- 
licity to   the   "messages"    received    by 
the  Rev.  C.  Vale. Owen;  Vicar  of  Or- 
ford.  England.     I  am  inclined  to  think 
that    many    quasi-educated    folk    will 
accept  these,  but  they  will  not  pause, 
before  giving  them  a  sptritistlc  Inter- 
pretation, to  refiect  that,  when  a  num- 
ber of  theories  are  advanced   In   ex- 
planation of  a  mass  of  data,  one  only 
should  not  be  allowed  to  hold  the  field 
until,  by  a  process  of  logloatu9Xhaus- 
tion.  the  others  have  been  disproved. 
And  the  following  theory  has  not  yet 
been    disproved:       That    these    "mes- 
sages"  are  the   outcome   of  Mr.   Vale 
Owen's  subconsciousness,  in  which  no 
doubt  Is  stored  what  he  has  read  and 
heard  in  the  past,  colored  by  his  own 
mental    tendencies.      It    is    noticeable 
that    the    messages    are    couched    in 
modern   "Journalese."     Has  Mrs.  Vale 
Owen  been  attending  a  school  of  bud- 
ding Journalists  behind  the  Veil?

"benedicat")    better  than   the  inferior 
performance  upon  the  piano  given  by 
Lis«t,   better   than  the   muddle   Julius 
Caesar  made  of  his  own  famous  utter- 
ance.    "Veni,  vedi,  vici." 

Liow-Gnuie    Spirits 

Another   theory   is   that   the    "mes- 
sages" are  the  outcome  of  a  class  of 
inferior    spirits    who    haunt    the    Bor- 
derland.    Hlr  William  Barrett  believed 
that  the  unseen  world  is  tenanted  by 
spirits   whose  Infiuence    is   sometimes 
evil.     And  the  New  Testa-ment' lends 
color  to  this.     These  loV  grade  imps 
may-  have  the  power  of  tnva<ilng  our 
persnnallties  and   thereby  Imperilling 
our  Independence.     It  is  possible  that 
they  delight  In  impersonating  others 
and  in  lying  and  tricking.

Congenial'  to    the    question    I    have 
discussed     Is     consideration     of     the 
changes  that  have  of  late  years  passed 
over  our  attitude   of  the   future    life.

Apart  from. other  difflcultlea,  modern 
scientific  views   of   the   universe   have 
rendered    silch    views    untenable.      If 
heaven    be   a   literal   auditorium,   and 
hell  a  literal  pit  of  flames,  where  are 
you  going,  to  put  them?     True:  being 
creatures'  of  time  and  place,  we  must 
speak  in  terms  of  time  and  place,  but  i 
the    modern    man    sometimes    "thinks 
himself  out"  of  such   categories,  and 
regards  heaven  and  hell  as  states  of 
being  rather   than   localized   spaces. 
Conclusions 
There    is   nothing  in   reason   or   re- 
velation to  make  it  imperative  to  be- 


lieve that  death  invohres  discontin- 
uity. We  just  drop  our  ba«gMl*  **■  "■ 
"divisional  point"  and  fsaame  our 
Journey.  All  we  know  of  life  means 
continuity  la  "aasaatfala.  And  yet 
tbara  are  two  thlngaive  may  exi>eet 
to  know  after  abandoning  our-  phys- 
ical impedimenta:  (I>  We  shall  know 
god  better  tlian  we  have  ever  known 
in  before.  Think  with  awe  of  what 
It  arill  be  to  have  a  fresh  Vision  of  the 
Source  of  Beauty,  Power  and  Love. 
(2)  We  shall  see  nmrselves  as  we  have 
never  seen  ourselves  before.  Not  total 
,  transformation  therefore  at  death  do 
we  expof^t.  hut  transplantation. 

'I];bree  main  Ideas  in  regard  to  the 
future  llife  seem  to  be  oonaonant  with 
reascMD,  the  teaching  9t  the  Church, 
and  Holy  Scripture: — 

(1)  Waiting:  The  departed  wait  for 
us  and  for  the  restlti^tlpn  of  all  things. 
It  is  not  unreasonable,  therefore,  to 
think  that  thair  Joy  Is  incomplete. 

(3)  Rest:  "They  rest  from  their 
labors."  of  earth,  and  yet  they  "r^ 
not  day  nor  night"  They  therefore 
must  rest  in'  their  labors,  and  that 
labor  may  include  ministry  to  souls 
weaker-  than  themselves  and  yet 
struggling  up  to  better-  things.

Within  the  next  few  years,  we  have 
been  told,  the  span  of  human  life 
will  be  materially  increased.  For 
those  whoi^  it  carries  conviction  the 
announcement  brings  happy  antici- 
pation. For  with  the  world  full  as 
never  before  of  "a  number  of  things" 
who  would  not  welcome  a  zenith 
extending  Into  one's  9()th  birthday, 
followed  by  a  mild  senescence  run- 
ning into  the  hundred   and  twenties? 


To  the  average .  man  the  radical 
drawback  of  life  is  its  brevity.  Ever 
since  the  heyday  of  the  woolly  ele- 
phant the  medicine  men  have  perio- 
dically discovered  new  methods  of 
prolonging  life;  and.  whether  founded 
In  bald  supetatltion,  in  necromancy, 
astrology,  the  white  magic  of  the 
herbalist  or  its  lineal  descendant,  the 
dog-Latin  of  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poea,  their  nostrums  have  received 
the  punctual  if  not  protracted  adher- 
ence of  the  world's  optimists.  These 
panaceas  of  thfe  past,  whether  they 
have  involved  the  sacrificing  of  goats 
or  the  consumption  of  one  of  the  pills 
three  times  a  day  after  meals,  have 
enjoyed  one  common  attribute — they 
utterly  failed  to  postpone  senescence 
and  its  sequel.  How  then  can  we 
hope  when  generations  of  witch  doc- 
tors, star  gaueers.  magicians,  and  Aes- 
culapians  have  steadily  failed  to  ful- 
fil their  contracts?-  ,  ^ 

Perhaps  to  bio-chemistry  all  things 
are  possible  with  patience.  So- when 
some  sa-vant  promises  to  increase  for 
us  the  glands  of  apes  and  gd^ats  or  by 
promoting  the  fiow  of  a  mysterious 
sutwtance  called  Secretin  we  say: 
"May  not  this  be  the  very  thing  that 
the  world  has  been  waiting  for  all 
these  years?"  Has  not  the  biologist 
travelled  further  since  Darwin's  and 
since    Weismann's    day,    than    in    the 


centuries  that  went  before?  True,  the 
doctor  still  potters  along  in  the  rear 
saying,  "Let  me  look  at  the  tongue," 
and  prescribing  burgundy  and  a  gravel 
soil,  but  even  he  must  now  divide 
some  of  his  bedside  manner  guineas 
with  the  pathologist;  and  the  more 
progressive  surgery  must  look  further 
than  the  removal  of  great  intestines. 
Is  it  not  Just  possible  that  the 
reason  why  nobody  has  discovered  a 
means  of  prolonging  normal  life  (as 
opposed  to  warding  off  premature 
death)  is  that  the  subject  has  never 
been  aeriously  or  assiduously  pur- 
sued? Is  it  not  pre-eminently  one  of 
those  cases  where  what  has  been  ev- 
erybody's business  has  been  nobody's 
business?  The  doctor  has  nothing  to 
gain  by  an  access  of  longevity  on  the 
part  of  his  •patients.  The  State  Is  far 
too  occupied  with  securing  the  norm- 
al span  of  life  to  the  citizen  to  be  able 
to  devote  time  or  money  to  the  pur- 
pose of  lengthening  It.  The  proper 
prosecutors  of  the  search  are  the  life 
insurance  companies.  Why,  Instead 
of  e^lng  out  a  modest  dividend  be- 
tween the  upper  millstone  of  compe- 
tition and  the  lower  millstone  of  the 
'mortality  tables,  have  they  not  em- 
barked on  the  process  of  making  the 
uncertain  certain  and  turning  the 
business  into  a  bonanza  by  setting  ex- 
perienced   and    highly-paid    staffs    to 


work  upon  the  problem  of  longevity? 
For  the  life  insurance  company  is  In 
the  happy  position,  that  though  it  haa 
betted   with  the   insured  that  he  will, 
live    (and    pay    his    premiums)    for    a' 
certain    length   of  time — a   legitimate 
matter     of     chance — yet     should     the 
compt^ny  succeed  In   partially  elimin- 
ating the  uncertainty  and  making  tha 
continued    payment    of    premiums    to 
itself  a  matter  if  not  of  fact  at  leaat 
of  a   higher  degree  of  probability  no 
one  would  be  more  delighted  than  tha 
loser  of  the  bet.     Who  can.  doubt  that' 
if  the   life   insurance  companies  went 
further  and  besides  paying  their  path- 
ologists and  surgeons  and  bio-ohem-, 
ista   a    fixed    wage    distributed   amonc 
them    ail   tVie   premiums   paid   by   in- 
sured   persons   above    the   age    of    SO  ' 
years  that  some   elixir  of  life  would 
soon   be  forthcoming? 

But  would  it  avail  us  anything?  . 
What  we  -want  Is  not  more  life  but 
more  youth;  more  life  at  its  nth 
power;  not  more  years  but  fuller 
years;  not  to  lengthen  each  phaae  of 
life,  youth,  mftnhood.  old  age.  but  to 
die   70   years  young.

Afto^  a-  six  months'  sui'vey  of  the 
Burosan  market.  Mr.  H.  H.  Hollier, 
general  merchandise  superintendent 
for  tho  Hudflon'a  Bay  Company,  has 
returned  convinced  thatr  commodities 
produced  .'in  Great  Britain  and  the 
continental  countriea  will  be  subject 
ta  even  higher  prices  than  In  effect 
heretofore,  according  to  an  Interview 
given  to  "The  Vancouver  Provinoe  last 
Saturday.  This  period  of  higher 
prices,  he  said,  would  last  for  at  least 
a  year.  In  tho  case  of  England  the 
reaaon  for  the  increase,  he  explained, 
wag  due  to  the  Old  Country  manu> 
faetoMrs  being  now  idooded  with  or- 
dors  from  all  parts- of  the  world, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  pre>war 
standard  of  production  had  been  (M>n.' 
siderably  reduced..  In  many  lines  of 
merohandise  the  supply  was  not  equal 
to  tho  demand. 

Higher  wages  wor«  paid,  and  still 
higher  wages  wera  demanded,  an<||^ 
tho  manufacturersT  costs  were  In- 
ersnsod  accordingly,  pointed  out  Mr. 
Hollier.  To  prevent  a  reourrenoo  to 
pro-war  cond^lons  tho  Kiiplish  work- 
men refused  to  exort  himsolf  1^  his 
fullsot  capacity,  h«  added.     Aa  a  re- 

Klt  manufacturers  found  ^theinselves 
oked  up  with  orders  which  in 
many  cases  they  would  be  unable  to. 
All  for  the  next  two  years.  France. 
Bolglam,  and  Switzerland  were  con- 
fronted  with  a  similar  situation. 
Case  of  8ap»ly  and  Bengand 

"Naturally  higher  prloon  wlir  cause 
a  certain  reduced  demand  In  some 
countries,  perhaps  in  Canada,"  said 
Mr.  Hollier,  "but  there  are  some 
countries'  wWeh  sHnply  must  hare 
new  goods,  which  have  not  had  new 
gootls  for  years,  and  to  them  the  cost 
is  a  secondary  consideration.  There- 
fore, until  they  are  entirely  reclothed 
and  refurnished,  the  demand  ^nuet 
exceed  the  supply  and  lower  prices 
can  not  possibly  be  expected." 

Mr.  George  Milne,  tho  company's 
European  resident  buyer,  who  accom- 
panied Mr.  Hollier  on  his  trip,  ex- 
pressed himself  as  astonished  at  the 
cheap  prices  at  which  goods  were 
gelling  in  Canada,  The  prices  were, 
he  said,  less  than  the  cost  of  similar 
commodities  in  England  at  the  pres- 
ent tiihe,  and  tho  goods  were,  of 
course,  purchased  before  the  recent 
advances.  When  Uter  contracts  were 
filled,  added  Mr.  Milne,  the  buyers 
would  be  confronted  with  Increased 
cost*. 

Seekers  of  merchandise  from  all 
over  the  globe,  from  China,  Japan, 
India,  Africa,  Australia,  New  Zea- 
land, and  Soath  America,  were  en<^ 
countered  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  com- 
pany's buyers  in  the  Old  Country,  and 
the  majority  had  to  go  awn  content 
with  a  small  allotment  of  the  quan- 
tities thoy  ordered.  Foreigners  were 
very*much  in  evidence,  more  so  than 
over  before,  both  in  England  and 
France,  and  hotel  accommodation  was 
tazod  to  tho  utmost. 

"There  Is  a  little  flurry  through  this 
continent  Just  now  of  price  outtins." 
remarked  Mr.  Hollier.  "but  thla  is 
brought  about  by  restricted  credits, 
and  some  people  have  spetjulated  be- 
yond their  depth,  but  this  is  only  a 
passing  phaso."  ,,. ,

The  distance  from  the  landing  to  Mt. 
Aaslnibolne  la  thirty  miles,  and  can 
be  'reached  In  three  days  of  easy 
travel,  either  on  foot  or  by  pony. 

Two*  intermediate  camps  will  be 
placed  en  route,  and  a  final  camp 
dlroStly  below  Mt.  Assiniboine,  which 
is  one  of  tho  supreme  bdauty  spots 
of  the  RocKiea.

LSt  tkoao  who  aro  tired  M  the 
nsnnl  ronnd  of  Summer  reooria,  of 
«CQ#ds.  dancM.  and  bridge  in  the 
evofling  take  this  trip  .and  let  camp 
life.-  and  nature  supply  all  amuse- 
ment, vastly  different  to  that  f^nd 
in  hotels,  an  "adventure"  In  a  world 
hemmed  In  by  towering  mountains, 
peaks,  snow  clad  and  glacier  huny,  of 
Alpland  meadows  that  surpass  mortal 
eMAiM,  a  w*nd  #li«f«  honnty,  nature 
•ne  tho  tnllnito  spoak,  Whero  kindred 
aplrltn  meet  and  k^ow  each  other, 
tbrovfh  a  trip  un|gue  in  its  entirety. 


Tho  f4ght  way  to  approach  Ypres  U 
fmm  the  aosth  over  the  I^n  *nd 
along  the  road  from  Menin.  Tho  rond 
runs  atralght  through  a  desolation 
that  grown  with  each  of  the  aix  miles 
OC  Ita  lOBgth.  hotween  ntumpo  and 
twUted  limbs  of  trees  that  wero  oneo 
loafy  avQones  snd  past  fields  pitted 
with  ahell-holoa  that  two  years. ago 
were  filled  wUh  noisome  wator,  but 
are  now  mercifully  covered  over  with 
grassoa. 

To  go  along  this  road  In  an  after- 
noon, of  Armistice  NovombSr,  with 
the  dead  hand  of  war  still  tight  on 
the  land,  was  to  feel  the  benumbing 
awe  of  entering  into  a  vast  und 
gloomy  temple.  The  |Cenln  road  was 
the  nave,  the  CToth  Hall  at  tho  end 
its  altar  piece,  and  the  transept  was 
the  road  that  runs  under  the  ram- 
parts where  th*  staff  oQeers  lived  in 
tImber-buttresBed  caves.  Away  to  the 
east  is  the  low  line  of  tho  Passchen- 
daclo  Ridge,  and  between  it  and  the 
city  jhe  battle  front '  sweeps  past 
Hooge.  crossing  the  Menln  road  ob- 
liquely, and  so  to  the  great  Indent  in 
the  neighborhood^  of  fit.  Elol  and 
Messines  that  was  made  by  tl(«  llrst 
battle  of  Tpres.  \}U. 

The  battlefields  of  Tpres  have  few 
nati^sal  features,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  war,  when  the  whole  of  tbe  thin 
crust  of  solid  earth  had  been  shot 
away,  such  as  remained  seemed  about 
to  be  submorged  in  tho  mud.  Of 
villages  like  Gheluvelt  literally,  noth- 
ing remained  except  u  sign  post  to 
show  where  they  had  boon.  The 
Army  had  awopt  forward,  no  one  had 
come  back,  and  the  algng  of  life  were 
like  ghosts  in  a  churchyard,  more 
atartllng  than  the  doadnoss  of  every* 
thing  else. 

Tpres  was  a  continuous  battle- 
irround  for  four  years,  bnt  tho  fires, 
burning  all  the,  time,  became  vast 
conflagrations   four   times   during   the 

tinct  phase  of  the  great  struggle  on 
tho  West. 

Tbo  First  Battle 

The  flrst  of  these-  conflagrations  was 
in  the  Autumn  ol  1*14.  Ypros  be- 
came a  battlefield  by  accident.  All 
the  plans  formed  before  tho  outbreak 
of  war  assumed  that  the  Germans 
^ould  invade  Belgium,  and,  when  that 
happened.  It  waa  Belgium  that,  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  were  thinking 
about  these  things,  offered  the  best 
opportunity  for  th©  effective  employ- 
ment of  our  Army.  These  plans  were 
baffled  by  tho  (all  of  Naraur  and  by 
'the  rapidity  of  the  German  advance, 
and  within  a  week  of  (he  41r8t  col- 
lision at  Mons  it  was  decided  that  our 
duty  was  by  the  side  of  the  French 
Armies,  even  though  that  meant  the 
temporary  abandontnont  of  Belgium. 
The  victory  of  the  Marne  ftnd  the 
chance  that  It  offered,  with  the  Bel- 
gian Army  still  intact,  of  turning  the 
German  flank  made  Belgium  onoot, 
more  tho  supreme  stratogioal  issue  of 
tho  war. 

A  race,  thereupon,  began  between 
the  Germans,  who  realised  what  a 
frightful  blunder  they  had  made  In 
not  occupying  the  Belgian  coast  and 
the  Channel  ports,  and  the  British 
Army  under  Lord  French.  The  race 
ended  in  a  dead  heat.  Antwerp  and 
most  of  the  Belgian  coast  were  lost, 
hut  tho  Channel  porta  wero  saved, 
thanks  to  the  strategic  prescience  of 
Lord  French,  with  the  few  fields  of 
Belgium  that  were  protected  by  the 
Belgian  Army,  the  floods,  and  by  the 
pdsltion  of  Tpres. 

This  was  the  subject  of  the  First 
Battle  of  Tpres,  or  of  the  Battle  of 
Calais  as  the  Germans  called  it.  It 
was  a  battle  between  what  was  left  of 
the  old  Regular  Army  and  a  German 
Army  ooiislsting  in  great  part  of  new 
troops — tho  best  of  Toung  Germany, 
many  of  them  volunteers  but  hastily 
trained.  It  was  a  victory  if  rifle  Are 
over  artillery  and  massed  tactics,  of 
n  small  army,  In  which  every  soldier 
was  by  this  time  as  skilful  as  a  non- 
commissioned officer,  over  numbers 
and  enthusiasm.  The  Gorman  com- 
plaint of  our  overwhelming  mass  of 
machine-guns  in  this  battle  was  per- 
haps the  highest  compliment  ever 
paid  to  the  old  British  Army.  They 
, ,  mistook  our  rifle  fire  for  that  of  ma- 
chine-gun*. There  was  in  this  battle 
a  freedom  and  elasticity  of  tactics 
only  possible  in  an  army  of  long 
training,  and  the  great  flank  attack 
of  tho  Worcester^  near  Gholuvlet  Is 
ono  of  many  examples  of  this  froe- 

dom. 

A»  Aoddent  of  Wnr 

On  tho  other  hand,  the  Gorman 
tactics  were  bad,  but  tho  only  tactics 
possible  to  an  army  composed  largely 
of  ill-trained,  hastily  formed  troops 
The  battle  'is  rightly  accounted  tho 
nlost  decisive  victory  in  the  history  of 
tho  British  Army;  but  it  made  Tpres 
a  salient.  The  battlefield  was  the  nc- 
eldontal  point  of  collision  .between 
two  armies  both  racing  for  a  position 
on  each  other's  flank,  but  the  rsoult, 
though  it  saved  the  ports  and  deter- 
mined the  whole  future  course  Of  our 
campaign  In  the  West,  made  Tpres 
the  most  dangerous  point  in  the  Brit- 
ish lines. 

The  Second  Battle 

The  second  critical  time  was  In  tho 
spring  of  1916.  when  the  Germans 
dollvorod  their  flrst  gas  attaoks  on  tho 
north  side  of  the  city.  This  was  an 
attempt  to  turn  Tpres  on  the  north, 
and  the  spring  made  an  indent  on  th* 
north  aide  corresponding  to  the  In- 
dent made  m  the  proeedint  Autumn 
on  the  Muth.  The  Tpres  salient  was 
now  a  military  nigMmare.  Cold 
reason  would  have  counselled  Its 
abandonment,  but  sentiment  and  lor- 
alty  forbade.  Tpres  beoamo  a  sym« 
bol.  a  sort  of  wraith  sueh  as  the  gods 
and  jroddesses  in  Homer  used  to  make 
of  a  •favorite  hero,  ronnd  whom  the 
battle  would  oontinao  to  me*  wKh 
fury  after  they  had  rapt  his  corporate 

"presence  awaf  to  a  place  of  greater 
safety. 

The  next  crisis  In  the  history  of  the 
aalient  came  in  the  Autumn  of  ItlT. 
The  decision  to  mat*  tho  oKmMf 

.against  Paaschendael*  had  many  mo- 
tives. On*  wn*  the  deaire  to  enea^ 
from  the  torture  of  a  ppsitlon  In 
which  oar  every  nfMnvoment  ims  wider 
observation,  chd  In  which  life  mur 
only  a  preearloos  dsatb.  Our  valor 
In  defending  Tpres  in  Antnmn.  and  In 
holding  on  to  a  ponMon  which  was 
from  th*  arttttary  yint  dtvMw  almost 
Inconoetvably  bad   had  been  stlndnff 


the  army  to  distraction  for  the  better 
part  of  two  yyrs.  Another  motive 
was  tM*  old  ambition  of  outflanking 
tho  Oernmns  m  BelfHim.  esprosnod 
so  brilliantly  by  L*ri  mneh's  trans* 
ferenee  of  the  BrIUOh  Army  lo  Slan- 
ders in  the  Autumn  of  1014.  It  was 
tho  British  Army's  Idea  of  a  "way 
round"  in  substitution  for  the  "break- 


v 
through"  •4aCfties  of  the  ofTennlves  In 

Fraace.  Tha  attenalve  towards  Paso- 
chendaele,  it  was  supposed,  would 
give  us  a  position  from  which  we 
could  dominate  the  coait  and  fore* 
the  OernMuie  to  abandon  It, 

The  Paasehendaeue  offensive  was 
drowned  in  rain  and  smothered  in 
mud.  It  impoaed  ea  the  British 
Army  probably  the  moat  awful  trlala 
that  physical  endurance  and  moral 
resolution  have  ever  been  -aubjected 
tOf  and  it  is  now  fenerally  agreed  that 
human  flesh  and  blood  ought  never 
to  have  been  subjected  to  these  trials. 
Made  in  the  Spring  the  attack  might 
have  had  a  better  chance  of  achieving 
decisive  resultn,  but  Passehehdaele  by 
Autumn  had  become  a  military  super- 
stition. The  heroic  symbol  of  Tpres 
was  developing  into  military  totem - 
ism.  Immediately  after  the  end  of 
this  oiVenaive  the  brilliant  victory  of 
the  flrst  battle  of  Cambral  showed  us 
the  way. 

The  Last  Crisis 

The  last  crisis  In  the  history  of 
Tpres  came  in  tho  Spring  of  1918, 
with  tho  German  offensive  on  the  Lys. 
In  this  offensive  the  object  of  the 
Germans  was  to  enlarge  the  salient 
on  the  south  side  of  Tpres,  to  break 
through  to  the  Channel  ports,  and  to 
separate  and  destroy  the  army  of 
Tprea  The  offensive  was  carried  so 
dangerously  far  that  the  Tpres  Army 
had  to  prepare  tor  evacuation  as  a 
leaier  evil  than  being  cut  off.  In 
preparation  for  evacuation  and  re- 
treat, the  positions  won  in  the  preced- 
ing Autumn  were  evacuated  and  the 
whole  of  Tpres  front  was  contracted 
to  the  smulleet  possible  arc.  A  mile 
or  two  farther  advance  of  the  Ger- 
mans in  the  Lys  valley  and  Tpres 
must  have  been  sacrificed. 

Happily,  the  advance  waa  stayed, 
and  in  -the  great  series  of  victories 
won  by  the  British  armies  later  the 
Tpres  Army  took  not  th®  l?»<  dis- 
tinguished part.  Tpres  was  not  the 
strategic  hinire  of  victory,  but  it  was 
the  lock  that  held  fast  through  the 
straiit  of  what  really  was  a  great  four 
years'  siege.  It  was  the  greatest  siege 
of  history,  the  siego  of  the  gtralts, 
and  the  Tpres  salient  was  retfUy  a 
bastion  of  a  greater  salient  that  had. 
London  for  its  centre  and  Kent  with- 
in its  circumference. 
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UNDER-DRINKING

ing  animals,  eveif'  In  moist  pastures, 
still  seek  water  and  die  unicHs  they 
can  find  it.  '' 

Water  in  suflHelent  ituantlty  cannot 
be  supplied  to  the  human  body 
through  foodi  alone.  W«  need  about 
three  pints  of  fluid  dally.  If  tho  | 
labor  ia  severe  enou^  to  cause  pro- 
fuse excretion  through  the  pores  of 
the  akin,  a  largdr  quantity  of  drink  Is 
essential. 

The  practice  of  drinking;  half  a  pint 
of  Kot  water  before  the  flrst  meal  In 
the  day  Is  a  simple  but  effective  pre- 
ventive of  some  of  the  common  ail- 
ments of  the  digestive  system.  Part 
of  the  daily  amount  of  fluid  should 
consist  of  pure  water.  The  dangers 
of  tea  and  cofTee  have  been  exagger- 
ated, and  if  these  beverages  are 
agreeable  there  Is  very  little  risk  in 
their  moderate  use.  No  doubt  many 
people  drink  too  much  strong  tea. 
Weak  tea  that  i«  not  unduly  hot  is 
practically  harmless  to  the  average 
adult.  The  danger  In  narcotic  bever- 
ages is  in  immoderate  use  of  too  hot 
and  too  strong  decoctions. 

One  reason  why  many  persons  do 
not  drink  enough  is  that  they  do  i^Ot 
like  plain  water  and  have  a  very  lim- 
ited number  of  substitutes.  Some 
teetotallers  drink  no  other  fluid  than 
tea.  There  are  many  palatable  liquids 
besides  or^ary  water  or  alcoholic 
and  narcotic  fluids.  In  Summer  it  Is 
a  wholesome  custom  to  drink  lime  or 
lemon  Juice  in  mineral  or  plain  water. 

More  use  might  be  made  of  natural 
mineral  waters.  The  gas  contained  In 
these  assists  dig^tion.  The  sweetened 
artifloial  nkneral  waters  are  more 
likely  to  produce  a<^ld,  but  the  sugar 
In  them  has  som*  nutritive  and  re- 
storative value. 

Persons  who  tend  to  drink  too  lit- 
tle should  try  to  discover  a  beverage 
that  is  harmless  and  attractive  to  the 
taste. 


A  large  number  of  people  suffer  Ill- 
health  through  neglecting  to  drink 
the  requisite  quantity  of  fluid.  Women 
especially  axe  apt  to  disregard  the 
necessity  for  using  water  and  other 
fluids  as  tissuo-bullders. 

It  Is  estimated  that  about  two- 
thirds'  of  the  body  weight  is  made  up 
of  water.  Every  day  the  tissues  re- 
quire water  to  repair  waste.  There 
must  bo  a  circulation  of  fluid  in  the 
system  or  disease  reaulta. 

Loss  of  flesh  Is  sometimes  caused 
by  under-drinking  and  too  much 
liquid  predisposes  to  obesity.  ^The 
absorption  of  watet'  Is  not  performed 
by  the  stomach  but  by  the  Intestines. 
The  influence  of  water  upon  the 
stomach  is  slight,  and  .there  la.  not 
conclusive  fvldence  that  water  dilutes 
the  gastric  fluid. 

Many  persons  think  that  they  are 
assisting  the  procesa  of  digestion  by 
eating  their  meals  "dry."  Half  a  pint 
or  even  a  larger  (quantity  of  water 
cannot  retard  digestion,  and  it  has 
been  shown  that  the  work  of  the  di- 
gestive organs  is  aided  by  a  glass  of 
light  ale  or  thin  wine. 

Water  Is  necessary  for  eliminating 
injurious  products  from  the  system. 
An  under-supply  of  water  Is  a  con- 
tributing factor  of  gout  and  dlgesllve 

disorder.
